A tragedy occurred on Broadway, New 


York, on Saturday, just boforedark, which,

pen fof i week (o come. The leading in*!- 
dents of the affair are of the genuine love 
and murder order, and are thus detailed fey 
the Sunday Atlas : 


A gentleman was observed making up 


Broadway, from Taylor's, in company with 
a lady, with whom he see-Bed to be enga- 
ged io warm and excited einversatir.ti — 
Turning down Canal street a few step's, the 
gentlemas suddenly stoppefi, *n<i drawing 
a revolver, discharge'! one barf el at the bend 
of his companion, who gave one agonizing 
ehrick tod fell. dj<ni> upon the steps of the 
Braudreth House. The tnuirderer was in- 
8t*utiy surrounded by a «rnwd of men, 
among whom weio officers Huberts, of the 
8>i], 3ti3 Latta, of the<?t'u precinct. 
As 


they came up be suddenly raided hie wea- 
pon again, as they supposed to shoot them, 
whet) one of tbcm struck him upon 
the 


with his club, while the oilier look the 
l from his grasp. 


Meanwhile, the wounded womnn 
was 


raised from the ground and carriod into 
Rushton'e drug store, in an insensible state, 
Here restoratives and stimulants were ap 
plied under the direction of 'a young sur- 
geon who happened to be in the orowd, and 
under their influence she became sufficient- 
ly conscious to cive her name, aud to an- 
ewer questions, in monosyllables. 
It wai 


ascertained that she had been shot in the 
forehead, the ball passing through 
the 


ckull, about tso inches'abovo the outer an. 
glo of the loft eje, and burying itself in 
her brain. 
A considerable quantity of 


brains bad issued from the wound 
She 


was removed to the City Hospital, where, 
on Sunday afternoon, she died 
Her as- 


nassin was by this time in the Eighth ward 
elation house. 
As usual in all eases, he 


was searched for weapon*, when a large 
bladed, eight inch bowio kuifo was found 
spon his person. 


He was not disarmed without a severe 


struggle, and when the officers handed his 
revolver to their superior officers, ho sprang, 
for it, with the desperate intent of ending 
his career by bis own bund 
In this at- 


tempt, however, he was foiled. 
He freely 


admitted his guilt, and declared that the 
woman urged him on to do it. 
She has 


been his bane and his ruin, he declared, 
and be did not wish to survive her. See- 
ing how desperately he was bent on sui- 
cide, and it being evident that he was in a 
highly excited, if not a delirious state of 
mind, he was divested of his neckerchief j 
nod every thing that be would be likely to 
attempt to use against himself. He was 
then securely looked up in a cell, und pre- 
cautions taken to guard against liis doing 
any violence to himself. 


The murderer is Robert C. MacDonald, 


a well to do cotton broker, of Mobile, Ala- 
bama. 
He is evidently a man of loose ap- 


petites and great recklessness of character. 
His relatives are nabobs in the region from 
whence he came, and he himself has been 
extremely wealthy ; (but dissipation has 
ecattered no small share of his fortune. 
In 


person the,?* tallj and' commanding, with 
strong, flowing beard,\ and a southern air. 
He appears to be about thirty-five years of 
nge. 


Ilia victim is Virginia Stewart, a Massa- 


chusetts girl, about twenty-five years of age. 
Among her companions she is called Jen- 
tiie. 
She has been, from youth up, a wo- 


man of pleasure. 
In person she is of me- 


dium height; full, round face ; dark hair, 
plump in form, and extremely good looking. 
ID. her atlire she wis^neat, chaste, and very 
tasteful. 


These two people first became acquaint- 


ed with each other* in Mobile, about eight 
years ago, while she was boarding in a 
house kept for women in her walk of 
life. 
Macdonald conceived a very great 


regard for Jennie, and she became his 
mistress, and as such be kept her at the 
house in which he found her for several 
years, during which period she bore him two 
children, both of whom are now in the 
grave. 


Being a prudent woman, she accumulated 


a sum sufficient to enable her, about two 
rears ago, to buy tba house in which she 
had lived ao long, and engaged in the bus- 
iness oa her own account. 
During this 


time, 
Macdonald was constant in his 


visils'to her ; but although extremely af- 
fectionate while sober, he unfortunately 
had a fierce appetite for drink, and while 
inebriated he frequently visited his mis- 
tress, and used her very roughly, and 
threatened to take her life,. 
In order to 


save herself from violence, she was, on 
several occasions, obliged to h&ve him ar- 
rested. 


His intemperate habits grew upon him so 


rapidly that, although he continually prom- 
ised to use her better, he as frequently 
broke bin pledges. 
At length, to get away 


from bis jealousy and violence, she resolved 
to come North, and about three weeks since 
arrived in this city, having left Mobile 
without bis knowledge. 
After remaining 


•t the Smithsonian for t few days, she went 
with some of her old friends to live with 
Mrs. Livingston, at No. 179 Marion street, 
•where she no doubt "did as other wicked 
women do." No sooner had Maedonald 
discovered 'the flight of his inistresi than 
he immediately followed her, arriving in 
this city only a day or two after her. 


Fur some timo he was unable to discov- 


er ier whereabouts, and he gave him- 
celf up to the wildest and most intemperate 
excesses. The Messrs Leiaud, of the Me- 
tropotitan, where he Was stopping, cau- 
tioned him repeatedly against the terrible 
consequences of such a course, as did 
also hi* numerous friends and scqnaiu- 
tancei in this city, but all to no pur- 
pise.

The large Mourn boiler, 80 feat long end 


4 feet in diameter, and weighing about five 
tons, attached to their powerful engine, 
exploded with tremendous foroe, shattering 
the engine house (which is of brick) into 
atoms, demolishing a portion of the walls of 
the main building adjacent, aud injuring 
several workmen, one severely, but it is 
hoped not fatally.

Francis Joseph, aud will be held tenacious, 
ly as the present hope ot a future reinstate- 
ment of Austrian power in Italy, some day 
when France shall have enough to do to 
take care of herself. 
Despotism can wait, 


and is always on the alert. 


The honorary presidency of the Pope in 


Italy has an indefinite meaning; but none 
can fail to perceive that the position is but 
a nominal one on his part, and that French 
and Sardinian bayonets will necessarily 
take the place of the Austrian,*.

ters, and time will prove how much tlio 
people h»ve gained by it.

The Earthquake at Erzeroum. 


The London Times has been favored wilh 


the perusal of * letter from Brzeronm, un- 
der date of the 3d June, announcing an 
earthquake there at 10.30, A. M , on the 
day preceding, which, in the brief npace of 
from ten to twelve seconds threw down the 
better half of this fine and densely popnla- 
led city, and so seriously injured the rent 
that the whole town will have to be rebuilt, 
and we regret to add that upwards of fifteen 
hundred men, women, and children are 
buried in the ruins. 
In one of the barracks 


alone, out ot an entire battalion, six hun- 
dred strong, busily employed in cleaning 
their arms and accoutrements, not more 
than three hundred and fifty contrived to 
save their lives by a precipitate retreat be- 
fore the walls and roof foil in. 
Had it not 


been a feast day, (Ascension,) when few 
people, and particularly Europeans, were in 
and about the bazaars, wo should have hud 
to deplore a considerably grenter number of 
casualties. 
Not one single European seems 


to have suffered injury of life or limb — 
The line walls, the barracks, the quarters 
of the military governor, and a part of the 
palace of the Pasha or civil governor, in- 
eluding bis harem, the prison, the public 
schools, the principal bazaar, many mina- 
rets, the Austrian Consulate, and tho resi- 
dence of the former British Consul, Mr. 
Brandt, are among the buildings which are 
now reduced to a heap c.f ruins. The pres- 
ent British, French, and Russian Consulates 
are rendered unsafe for habitation. 
The 


entire population baa taken to tents and 
canvass in the plains, fearing further dis- 
asters, since, even up to the following 
night, slight shocks continued to be felt.—
